The tnterfor of a typical Irish eatin 
} is a sorry sight. The floor fa of stone,

The furniture is of the poorest, and

London Theaters of Long Amo. 

A writer In London Truth says that 
in the early part of the eighteenth cen- 
tury the London theaters opened at 6 
o'clock, and as it was therefore dif 
cult for playgoers to arrive punctually 
and obtain seats many of them sent 
footmen or hired men from the streets 
to secure places for them, These sat in 
the seats until those who had sent them 
came, and the custom prevailed until 
1766, when the system now In force 
was adopted. “A footman used to be 
sent early to take places and keep 
them by the simple but effectual plan 
of sitting on them till his masters and 
mistresses arrived. Such a practice 
would now be considered an Intolerable 
nuisance, but people In those days were 
much less particular, and appear to 
have thought nothing of sitting for an 
het or two cheek by Jow! with a flun 
ky or, worse, with a vagabond picked 
up in the street.” An allusion to the cus- 
tom occurs in Mielding’s “Miss Lucy In 
Town,” act 1, scene 2, and Pepys in 
his “Diary” occasionally mentions hay- 
ing hired a boy in the streets to occupy 
a seat for him. 


Japan Once Joined to China, 

Japan consists of a group of “festoon

Brady, aod 2 tor 
Capt. J. P. Crane. Cupt. Crane was 
not a candidate for the office. 

Reelections of City Officers took 
place as follows: Joho Lyuch, Clerk 
of Committees; John H. Finn, City 
Clerk ; Joho C. Buck, City Treasurer ; 
John G. Maguire, City Collector; 
Daniel J. McColgan, City Auditor.

ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT. 

The exteasion of the block system during the year just closed hae resulted in the 
Assessors discovering that 88,747 feet of land has for years escaped taxation. There had 
been plotted previous to last year eleven blocks resulting in an increase io taxable land 
of 89,932 feet 

In pursuance of an order of the City Council passed February 24th, 1902, the pre- 
paration of street books, so called, showing the amount and value of property assessed 
on each street to individual owners has been undertaken by the Board of Assessors 
Such books have already been completed and indexed to six wards, and the work of pre- 
| paring etreet books for the remaining ward, Ward 6, is now under way. 

‘This syatem renders it practicable for the ordinary layman to ascertain for himeelf 
the assessed valuation ef any particular estate and to compare it with the valuation of 
the estates in the immediate vicimity. In the preparation of these street bouke it wae 
discovered that from fitteen to twenty acres of land io the city were not assessed at all, 
| and that there existed great inequalities in the assessment of lots of land similarly situa- 
ted. A beginning has been made in the equalization of valuations and it is expected 
that turther progress in that direction will be made during the coming year. 

A search of the Probate Records has disclosed estates in process of settlement liable 
to assesarment amountiug to some thirty-seven thousand dollars. Of this amount about 
fifteen thousand dollars has been abated, but the net result ie an increase of over twenty 
thousand dollare in the taxable property of the city 
| I desire to extend the thanks of the city to this Board for its caretul and painstaking 
work I recommend an appropriation for the further extension of the block system 

SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 

Extensive repairs and alterations were made during the year past on the Plymptoo 
ind Lawrence Schools at a cost of about $8,150. 

Upon the suggestion made in my inangural address of a year ago, a fire escape en- 
cased ina brick wall was added to the High School building. The esca will be in con- 
} Jition to use ina short time. The main hall will then be available tor claes purposes and 
jassemblies. The present congestion of this building will fora time be relioved. The 
necessity of hiring a private hall for singing purposes will no longer exist and the city 
will thereby be relieved of an item of unnecessary expense. 

The Main Street School buildiug, at a coat of $496 37 wae putin a suitable condi- 
tion for occupancy and was reepened during the first week of April last. 

I recommend that this Board consider the advisability of constructing a new High 
School building. The school statistics show that the school buildings are populated al- 
inost to the limit of their capacity at the present time, aud that we would be seriously 
liscommoded should conditions make it necessary to vacate the three rooms now rented 
in the Warren Academy building. 

The cost of purchasing or acquiring land for the location of a new High School 
building, of erecting and furnishing such a building, should not exceed the aura which 
the Legislature has empowered the city to burrow for those purposes, $100,000. As at 
least two years would be consumed in constructing and fitting a new building, I deem it 
advisable to delay this matter no longer. 
| The erection of a new High School building would relieve not only the congestion 
f the High School, but by permitting the use of the present High School building as a 

Grammar School, solve the problem ot suitable accommodations. 
} I still believe the Mayor should have power over all school appropriations, the re- 
| port of committee of the Legislature to the contrary notwithstanding. 


HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT. 


The work of the Highway Department has been highly satisfactory. Ata cost of 
$21,426 48 general repairs were made on thirty-six streets which were in a deplorable 
condition, and a part of Main, Salem, High and Broad streets were ma damized, the 
work being performed in a very thorough manner, The terms of the contract which 
the City entered into with the State for the building of a section of Cambridge atreet 
were carried out by the Highway Department at a slight proftitto the City. In the per- 
j formance of this work citizens of Woburn only were employed. Io my judgment as 
arge an appropriation as possible should be made for the highway purposes as there are 
at present & great many streets requiring immediate and somewhat extensive repaire 

I recommend the construction of a concrete sidewalk on the westerly side of Main 
| street from a point where the concrete sidewalk running from Woburn centre now ter- 
|} minates, to the Winchester line. The condition of the svil at this location fe such as to 
render the ordinary gravel sidewalk of nu permanency, 

Owing to our inability to make satisfactory arrangement with the railroad company 
which has « valuable framchise on Main street, granted by the city, no steps were taken 
tuwards widening the southerly part of Main street. ‘This street should be at least sixty 
feet wide at its narrowest point. 

Phe large amount of heavy teaming on thie street cuuses the formation of deep rats 
thus necessitating frequent repairing 

The privilege desired by the Street Railway company of laying a line of double 
track on this street should not be granted unless the company in consideration therefor 
j binds Itself to pay at least two-thirds of the expense of widening and building the 
|sirvet. No part of the peoples’ right to exclusive use of the streets should be granted to 
private corporations except upon payment of reasonable compensation In granting 
franchises to corporations I urge that the interests of the people be considered paramount 
| tu those of the corporation and that care Le taken in gramting franchise to reserve to 
| the city the right of revocation. 

WATER DEPARTMENT. 

The financial showing of the Departmeut of Water and Water Supply during the 
year 1902 has been reasonably satisfactory Ihe receipte were substantially the same as 
the preceding year, amounting to $42,857 58 he expenditures have increased, owing 
almost wholly to the high price of fuel that prevailed during the last half of the year. 
The operating expenses of the department for the year amount tu $13,251.55, an increase 
t $1 623 56 over 1901, of which $1,367 33 was due to the enhanced cost of coal 

he income of the department in L9OL was sufficient to pay the operating expenses, 
nterest charges and maturing bonds, and turn into the sinking fund the eum of $412 88 
Last year the expenditures for the purposes named exceeded the income by $1,068 97 
All but $79 42 of the deficit will be met by the fund in the hands of the Sinking Fund 
| Commissioner which on January let, 1902, amounted to $089 55 

No appropriation from the general tax levy was wade for hydrant service during 
1902, and none will be required for the coming year 

The condition of the plant continues to be Quite satisfactory. With the exception of 
the Hudson street main, which was struck by lightning during the summer, causing 
eaks at thirty-two places, no serious breaks have occurred 

Phe pumping plant, particularly the Worthington pump which has been in uee for 
thirty years continues to perform satisfactory service At no time during the past year 
was there a scarcity of water, the abundant raing keeping the pond at the maximum 
hie ight luriug most of the summer and providing an adequate supply in the wells. 
| Che monthly analyses of the State Board of Health show that there has been bo 
| deterioration in the quality of the water, but that on the coutrary, 
thigh rank in this respect

The salaries of the Chief and 
the Assistant Engineer of the Department should be increased The salary of the Chief 
Kngineer at the preswot time is three hundred and fifty ($350) dollare, an amount abso-

Serving dinners tn courses is com 
paratively a modern fashion, first in 
troduced In diplomatic circles In Wash 
ington and imitated from France. Up 
to the date of President Polk’s admin 
fatration the course dinner among 
Americans had made no further prog 
ress than that of serving fish and soup 
feparatgy. Soup was regarded as such 
a forefy: frippery that a note written 
by General Winfield Scott, In which he 
explained that he was “Just sitting 
down to a hasty plate of soup,” cov 
ered him with such ridienle as to ma 
terfally contribute to hia defeat aa a 

candidate of the presidency. 

Soup tn the early days of the repub- 
lic was considered na food for invalids 
or poor people only.

Water Before Meals, 

While the general opinion of those 
supposed to be authorities on this mat- 
ter has been that the habit of drinking 
water at meals {s a deleterious one, it 
is now stated, according to recent in- 
vestigations, that a little water, if not 
too cold, is beneficial, as it assists in 
the digestion of food. A too copious 
supply of water dilutes the gastric 
Juice, and !f too cold it lowers the tem 
perature of the stomach below normal, 
thus impairing digestion. If, however, 
water is taken In limited quantities, the 
peptones formed by the action of gas 
tric juice on food will be washed aside, 
thereby fucilitating absorption. By this 
means the undigested food is laid bare 
and is more susceptible to further ac 
tion of the gastric Juice. During the 
period of rest phlegm, being very tena 
clous, prevents the free tlow of gastric 
juice for some time, hence delays di 
gestion. A drink of water before meals 
is recommended because it loosens and 
Washes away this deposit of mucus, 
thereby permitting the gastric juice to 
attack the food as It enters the stom- 
ach.—Boston Transcript.

WILD ANIMAL FIGHTS. 


Enormous Physten!t Force Expended 
In These Fietce Combats. 

In the pitched battles which some- 
times take place between the great 
earnivora and the largest and most 
powerful of the ox tribe the forces of 
animal courage, desperation and bodily 
strength must be exhibited on a scale 
never elsewhere seen, says a writer in 
Lesiie’s Weekly. Such combats do oc- 
eur, but have seldom been witnessed 
and atill less frequently described. Two 
or three lions sometimes combine In 
such an attack, but from the marks 
seen on buffalo It {Is probable that 
sometimes there is a single combat, for 
it can hardly be supposed that the buf- 
falo could escape from more than one 
lion. 

The number of foot pounds of energy 
put Into such a struggle must be some- 
thing extraordinary. The efforts of a 
lion, which can strike a man’s arm 
from the shoulder and leave {it hang- 
Ing by a strip of skin or which can 
carry a cow over a high stockade, en- 
deavoring unsuccessfully In close gripe 
to drag down or disable a buffalo ull, 
must be on a gigantic scale, and the 
strength which can shake him off and, 
it ia belleved, ocenstonally crush the 
lion afterward must be even more 
amazing. A buffalo bull has been cred- 
ited with engaging three lions In mor 
tal combat and making a good fight 
before he was disabled by one of the 
lions hametringing him by biting his 
legs from behind. 

Evrora of Diet. 

An Insurance man of my acquatnt- 
ance ate hearty breakfasts, with ment 
and coffee, a hurried lunch at noon, 
but also with meat, and a heavy dinner 
at night. He took no exercise, always 
rode between house and office, became 
fat and bloated, and his blood became 
80 overloaded that he rendily succumb- 
ed to disease at forty-five. The won- 
der was that he lived so long. He was 
a type of the average well to do citizen. 
Like him, most of us eat too much, 
says a writer In Good Housekeeping. 
Diet should depend upon temperament 
and vocation.

DNE TRAIT OF AN OUTLAW. | 


Always Willing to Stand by a Com- 
rade In Trouble. 

While Monrow was low minded, tg 
horant and brutal, he had one big qual 
ity that in some measure redeemed 
him in the eyes of the men who fol 
lowed the rough life of the range.

Loans on Stolen Watches. 

Of watches alone there are recelved 
fices from a thousand to twelve hun 
dred a day, about 350,000 In a year, the | 
average Joann on a watch being 80 of | 
40 franes. The official asanred me that 
In this great number of watches scarce 
ly one In a thousand has been stolen, 
the fart being that people who have 
come dishonestly by watches or other | 
property fight shy of the mont de plete 
The reason of this was presently made 
plain as we watched the formalities of 
record, and I realized how difficult it 
would for any one to do business 
here under a concenled identity. Bvery 
client receiving a loan greater than 15 
frances must produce some official docu 
ment-an Insurance polley, a citizen's 
voting card, a permit to enarry arms or 
a rent receipt bearing his signature and 
throwing Hight upon his station In life 
For loans under 15 frances the client ts 
simply required to show an envelope 
through the mails to his address. All 
these facts, with various others, are 
duly inscribed upon huge record sheets, 
80 that whoever deals with the mont 
de plete exposes himself to the scru 
tiny that must be ungrateful to folks 
of shady antecedents. Indeed, certain 
persons make this a grievance against 
the mont de plete and declare the Paris 
system an impertinent intrusion upon a 
client’s privacy, which would seem a 
point badly taken ff the client Is an 
honest man.—Cleveland Moffett on 
Paris Pawnshops in Century.

Grab Street, London. 

Up to the seventeenth century Grob 
ttreet was on the outskirts of London. 
It was a street tenanted by bowyers, 
| fletchers, makers of bowsfrings and 
everything else that appertained to 
archery. Later on John Fox Iived fn 
Grub street, though be did not write 
his famows “Book of Martyrs’ there. 
about 1572. John Speed, the taflor 
erch@mctogist, was a resident of Grub 
street, where he was famous as the 
most responsible parent, having a fam- 
ily of twelve sons and six daughters. 
Grub street of old and Milton street to- 
day is noted for its great number of 
alleys and courts. 

From Grub street issued such fa- 
mous old literary skits as “Jack the 
Giant Killer,” “Tom Hickathrift,” “The 
Wise Men of Gotham” and scores of 
others now a part of every boy's libra 
ry. Probably literary men first began 
to populate Grub street In any num 
bers during Cromwell's time. Then a 
great number of seditious and lbelous 
pamphlets were circulated, and as the 
authors for safety had to seek obscure 
living places they found a fitting re- 
treat In the mage of alleys which 
webbed the Grub street section. At 
any rate, by the commencement of the 
elghteenth century Grub street had be- 
come quite notorious as the poor au- 
thors’ quarter of London. 

Man and His Chin.

Hot Baths, 

A German physician advocates in a 
German paper the frequent taking of 
hot baths.

The writer cites in support of his 
theory the practice common itn Japan 
among all classes of its people of taking 
these hot baths. The porter walking 
along with bis load and fatigued to the 
point of exhaustion, drops it for ten 
minutes while he takes a hot bath at 
some public bathhouse. He emerges re- 
freshed and strengthened and goes on 
his way rejoicing. 

The writer considers that there ts no 
danger of tuking cold after a hot bath 
and does not even adyocute the use of 
a cold shower to follow the bath. Hot 
water is known to be an excellent cos 
metic for the face, and it is only fair 
to assume that its revival of skin tissue 
is not confined to that part of the body.

Today it rep 
resents a great body of well attested 
and accepted principles. It has cleaned 
our streets, it has helped build our 
model tenements, it has purified our 
food and our drinking water, it has en- 
tered our homes and kept away disease, 
it has prolonged our lives and it has 
made the world a sweeter place in 
which to live.—Medical News.

P. M. Harwood, 


P. M. Harwood, the recently elected 
general agent of the Dairy Bureen of 
the State Board of Agriculture, has had 
an interesting and varied career. Born 
on a farm in Barre, one of the famous 
dairy towns of western Worcester 
Oounty, in 1853, he grew to manhood on 
the farm and in the simple atmosphere 
of the country home. Gradnated from 
the Massachusetts Agricultural College 
in the class of 1875 he made his home 
at Barre, where he took up dairying and 
the breeding of Holstein Friesian cattle. 
He established a reputation as a breeder 
of skill, the Imperial Government of 
Japan being among his patrons, he 
making the first shipment of Holstein 
Friesian cattle ever sent into that 
country. About this time he served one 
term as a member of the State Board of 
Agriculture, representing the Worcester 
County West Agricultural Society. In 
1891 he closed out his interests in Barre 
and went to Ohio to establish a creamery 
plant for a wealthy Cleveland gentle- 
man. From this position he was catled 
to the chair of agriculture at the Michi- 
gan Agricultural College, Lansing, being 
also agriculturist of the experiment 
station. On hia return to the East he 
entered the employ of the Mass. Board 
Cattle Commissioners, being engaged in 
appraising condemned herbs to some 
extent, but mainly in the performing of 
autopsies to determine the actual con- 
dition of animals slaughtered because of 
tuberculosis, About three years ago he 
entered the employ of the Dairy Bureau 
and has since served as one of ita agents. 
On January Lith he was elected general 
agent of the Dairy Bureau of the State 
Board of Agriculture at its annual meet- 
ing. Lhe Bureau has been for some time 
desirous of securing a general agent who 
could give his whole time to the work 
and who could make _ his headquarters 
at the rooms .f the Duard of Agricul- 
ture at the State House. In Mr. Har- 
wood they have secured aman who 
meets these conditions. He is able and 
courteous, a hard worker, and with an 
intimate knowledge of the affairs of the 
Bureau through his previeus work under 
ita direction. Mr. Harwood will have 
the charge, under the Bureau, of the 
work of the State in enforcing its laws 
against the fraudulent sale of oleo- 
margerine and renovated butter, milk, 
ete., and with his known qualifications 
for the work a successful administration 
may be expected.

Linen cloth was occasionally used 
for writing purposes, but was never 
very common. Linen manuscripts have 
been found folded in mummy cases,

The 


use of this material introduced a change 


in the manner of writing. The other 


substances were rather engraved than 


written upon, an tron point being used 
for the purpose. 

To write upon linen it was necessary 
to have some colored fluid which might 
get dry and leave a permanent mark 
The tirst ink used was probably some 
sort of soot or lampblack mixed with 
size or gum water, and the first instru 
ment answering to our pen was a reed

The Woburn Republican caucuses, 
or perhaps it would be nearer the truth 
to call them apologies for caucuses, to 
elect delegates to a Representative con 
vention were held on last Wednesday 
evening.

Ward 3 won the banner by defeating 
Harrington and Wetherell, but Ward 
2 won a handsome Nowell victory, and 
was entitled to at least an ‘honorable 
mention.” Hosmer pulled through io 
Ward 5 in good shape, which is grat- 
ifying to the Nowell people. 

Considering the work he put into the 
campaign, the success of Mr. Brackett 
could hardly be called monumental.

whale in the river Thames was eonstd- | Seventeenth century that Pope 


ered ominous One was caught off 
Greenwich three months prior to the 
death of Oliver Cromwell, and the com 
mon opinion was expressed by Heath 
in his “Flagellum.” “It pleased God,” 
he remarks, “to usher In his end with 
a great whale three months before, 
June 2, that came up as far ae Green 
Wich and there was killed.” Pvelyn, 
in his “Diary,” under the date of June 
8, 1658, mentions that a whale was 
killed off Greenwich and that it drew 
an “infinite concourse to see It by wa- 
ter, horse, coach and on foot from Lon- 
flon and all parts.” According to Rob- 
ert Hubert, in his “Catalogue of Nat- 
ural Rarities,” the tongue of this whale 
was exhibited daily for some time at 
the “Miter, near the west end of St. 
Paul's church.” 

In February, 1857, another whale 
was caught in the Thames, and in the 
Times of that month appeared an ad- 
vertisement for a piece of ground, some 
40 feet by 60 feet, “on which to exhibit 
a whale.” The plece of ground adver- 
tised for was found in the Mile Bnd 
road, and the whale wrs exhibited un- 
til March 14. In the same month— 
namely, on March 21—expired the 
house of commons, which had been 
elected fn 1852.

Rice Paper Not Made From Rice. 

Rice paper Is not made from rice nor 
from rice stalks, nor bas it any con- 
nection whatever with rice. It Is of 
Chinese manufacture and is made 
from the pith of a certain tree resem- 
bling the elder. The pith is extracted 
from the tree in large cylindrical mass 
es, and with sharp knives the Chinese 
pare off the cylinder till Instead of a 
cylindrical form they have a large flat 
sheet. This is pressed and other sheets 
added until the required thickness is 
secured. The paper Is then rudely 
sized and is ready to use, It was called 
rice paper under the supposition that 
when it was first introduced tnto Eu- 
rope it was made from rice stalks, and 
the name has never been changed. 


Cheese. 

Cheeses come under three general 
heads, whole milk, skim or sour milk 
and whole milk and cream. The ripen- 
ing of cheese, upon which depends Its 
flavor, is due to the action of bacteria, 
which are ever present in milk; also in 
the rennet which is used in the manu- 
facture.

Some Remarkable Guna, 

At the siege of Rhodes the Turks 
constructed mortars by hollowing ov* 
cavities in the solid rock at the proper 
angle, and in the arsenal at Malta is a 
trophy of the long and glorious defense 
of Valetta, in a Turkish gun, about a 
six pounder, composed of a copper tube 
coiled over with strong rope and “jack- 
eted” with rawhide. In the same col- 
lection are some antique “quick firers,” 
breechloaders, with small bores and 
immensely long barrels, ike punt guns. 
The Malay pirates put great trust in 
the long brass swivel guns called 
“lela,” and in Borneo these lelas were 
used as a kind of currency, large sums 
being estimated In guns, 

The Chinese cast excellent bronze 
guns (there is a fine specimen of them 
in Devonport dockyard), but so little 
did they understand gunnery that In 
the so called “opium war” the forts of 
the Bocca Tigris, defending the Canton 
river, had the guns built immovably 
into the walls. The Sikh gunners op- 
posed to us in the two Punjab wars, 
though they loaded with amazing reck- 
lessness, shoveling in the powder from 
open boxes, stuck to their guns to the 
last. The blood of the first man killed

latent In his ship only to be released at 
the proper moment by a touch of his 
hand, Ile is the guiding spirit of an 
enormous projectile of 15,000 tons that 
rushes through the water at a speed, It 
may be, of fifteen knots, and he knows 
that the slightest mistake of his head 
or heart may mean a national disaster.

MAYOR FEENEY’S VETO. 

Mayor Feeney can be relied on to 
do the right thing at the right time 
when it comes to safeguarding the in- 
terests of the city. He is in the habit 
of keeping a sharp eye on the public 
treasury and seeing to it that raids on 
the cashbox are beaded off aud brought 
to naught. No scheme of doubiful 
merit, or suspicious move of any kind 
to deplete the city’s finances, escapes 
his attention, or deters him from em- 
ploying the power vested in the office 
of Mayor to thwart them. 

The Council got a taste, last Monday 
night, of some of Mayor Feeney’s bus- 
iness ideas io the shape of a veto of 
their order appropriating $500 with 
which to fight the Browntail Moth. 
The Mayor was right. ‘The appropria- 
tion ought to have never been voted. 
The Council bad an object lesson before 
them in the case of the State’s failure 
to cope successfully with the Gypsy 
Moth. 

After a long and arduous struggle, 
and an expenditure of a mint of money, 
the State quit the job, and the Legis- 
lature abolished the Commission. The 
Moth increased in numbers and en- 
larged its habitat, every year, aud beat 
the Commission at every point. What 
did the Council think could be done 
with $500 towards exterminating the 
Browntail? Any person of common 
sense, haviog the least knowledge of 
insect life aud habits, could have in- 
formed the Council that the Moth can’t 
be extermivated by the employment ol 
any mesos known to mortal mau 
Again, the point made in the veto that 
the financial condttion of the city did 
not warrant the appropriation, was a 
stroug one, and well taken. 

Mayor Feeney’s veto was sustained 
by @ unavimous vote of the Council, 
and will be with equal unaninity by the 
people.

A matter, however, which will be apt 
to arouse a liviler interest in the minds 
of the reader is Commissioner Preston's 
treatment of the meter plan for the dis 
tribution of water, an equitable method 
of paying for it and a reduction of the 
water tax. Hi# facts are taken for 
granted, his reasoning seems to be un 
assailable, and the logie of his conclu 
sions flawless. After alluding to the 
three other methods for reducing the 
tax, neither of which meets his appro 
bation. the Commissioner 
gay: 

“The third method—that of reducing 
the tax through the introduction of the 
meter system, is in my judgment, the 
proper method to adopt. Its advanta 
ges are many 

“In the first place it ia the one eguita 
ble method of distributing water. Under 
it each consumer pays for what he uses 
and no more, and the careful consumer 
if not taxed to pay for the waste of his 
neighbor. On the contrary the carefu! 
user of water receives substantial recog- 
nition in a saving of his water bills. 

“In the second place while not restrict 
ing the free use of water, it greatly re- 
ducoo the waste which unde? the pre- 
sent system is constantly going on and 
from which noone derives the slighest 
henefit There is now. no incentive to 
even ordivary care in the use of water 
Bach one of the three thousand water 
takers thinks that the little waste from 
his leaky faucet or defective closet is of 
ho importance and it is allowed to re 
main in @ defective condition month 
after month until it becomes annoying 
to the owner
